Exports totaled 
$272,491,818 as compared with 
$220,424,781 in the three-month 
period in 1936. 

Collections from tariffs, excise 
duties and excise taxes totaling 
$73,567,516, showed an Increase 
of $15,724,000. The biggest gain 
was in excise tapes. $10,426,952. 

Income tax ’collections now 
stand as the heaviest in Canadian 
history'. In the quarter period 
collections were $81/738,659 this 
year and $66;i34,762 in 1936, an
